success," he states. "The results 
secured by . the embryo excision 
method have checked closely with 
normal germination of after-ripen- 
ed seed. The development of the 
embryo in the laboratory also 
shows definitely 
whether 
the 


seed is healthy and vigorous or 
weak and of doubtful planting 
value." 


In selecting seed for the produc- 


tion of rootstocks attention should 
be given to the quality of the stock 
as well as to its germination, as- 
serts Mr. Heit. Preference should 
be given to uniform, clean stocks 
with high germination. 


"Nurse^men and seed 'dealers, 


for their own protection, would be 
•wise to insist on fruit tree seed 
i which is high in purity, strong in 
i germination, and free from 
in- 


juries," concludes this authority.

There seems to be no reason to quarrel 


ivilh economists who declare that the key 
to the restoration of real prosperity in the 
country is increased production. It is. how- 
over, not just a key but the cornerstone of 
the American way of life. 
' *tt is generally admitted the world over 
ihai the American .standard ol living is 
based on mass "production. Our people live 
better than the folks in any other country 
because of our greater and more efficient 
production. Our ability to turn out goods in 
the mass enables our producers to pay 
higher wages and at the same time to keep 
down the cost of the finished product. 


To keep the production^ going we have to 


have a big market. And that big market is 
the United States and the first consideration 
for our well-being. We must do our best to 
get our share of the world trade but in order 
to do this we must not forget that the great 
American market with its tremendous buy- 
ing potver is our big "ace in the hole" and 
permits us to compete with low-wage 
countries abroad. 


Fewer goods produced at higher cost .will

At the end of World War 1. certain non-self- 


governing areas were designated as mandated by 
the League of Nations ,to certain of the Great i 
Powers under stipulations'and limitations that were 
largely violated. The mandates were divided into 
three categories: 


A. Thc mandated areas were carved out of thc 


former Turkish Empire. 
These countries had 


reached a stage of development making it possible 
to recognize them as independent nations, subject 
to the advice and assistance of the Mandatory. 
That, for instance, is how the British got into 
Palestine; 
- 


B. These wore territories, especially in Ccrtrr1.! 


Alrica, taken Irom Germany, which the Mandatory 
had to run because thc people were incapable of 
setting up their own government. Certain specific 
responsibilitie* and limitations were placed upon 
thc Mandatory; 


C. These areas were sparsely settled regions 


in Southwest Africa and among the "South Pacific 
Islands which the Mandatory could administer as 
part of his own Empire. That is how Japan came 
into possession of her South Pacific Inlands. 


It was American forces that conquered the South 


Pacific Islands from Japan, and we might have in- 
corporated them in the United States of America as 
Soviet Russia incorporated Latvia, Lithuania and 
Esthonia into the Soviet Union. We got them and 
we might have kept them. And had we done so 
during the war, nobody could have gainsaid us, 
particularly as we held them .by conquest and were 
paying so much of the expense of the war through 
Lcnd-Lease. Instead we got bogged down under an 
agreement to abide by m trusteeship system which 
makes the countries concerned a party to the dis- 
cussion. It has not yet been explained to anyone 
how Soviet Russia is a country concerned—as she 
has never held any of the South Sea Islands, has 
not conquered them, did not fight for them, and 
only spent a, maximum of six days in the war 
against -Japan.

months greatly exceeds all that 
xvas written about the proceedings 
of the old League in all the years 
of its existence. This is largely 
due to the fact that the U.N. has 
been meeting in New York city 
where the impartiality of the 
newspapers and the deep interest 
they take .in the U.N. is among the 
gratifying developments of the 
post-war period.

licity about the U.N. as a factor in 
its future success.

The Woodstock Guild began to 


expand in 1945 under the able 
1 idership of Blanche B. Rosett 
_jd a capable staff of associates in 
its beautiful new home in the cen- 
ter of the artist colony. The for- 
mer Jack Homer Shop was con- 
verted into attractive workshops 
and salesrooms for the pciiuaiieiit 
neadqoarters for Guild activities. 
Classes in design and various 
crafts were offered by a staff of 


as previously noted. 


sUirted in 19<q by a group of 


public spirited residents who were 
interested in 4fMJUMHifi£ arts and 
craft hi the community. This as- 
sociation, *nich ts a non-proflt or* 
ganaation, began in a smafl way 
as an octkt for craftsmen Evisg 
in Ulster county. It has now ex- 
tended its program to include 
varied courses for adults and chO- 


ate worked'with artiste and spe- 
cialists in the crafts. The course 
in pottery is given by Jessie H. 
Stagg. president of the New York 
Society of Ceramic Arts. Turning 
on the wheel, glazing, decorated 
and ceramic sculpture Is included 
in this course.. 


The .winter and spring classes 


for 1946-47 are divided in four main 
classifications. 
The metalwork 


and jewelry, with separate men's 
and women's classes, u supervised 
by Edward J. Thatcher; Mr. 
Thatcher also teaches woodcarv- 
ing. The leatherwork instructions 
are given by Martin Steffanson 
and Jo Steffanson. Beatrice Gaz- 
zolo, head of the Guild's educa- 
tional department, heads the color 
and design classes. 


Classes in the Workshop are de- 


signed to develop 'serious crafts- 
men. They are limited at the dis- 
cretion of the directors so that 
students can get maximum in- 
struction in. group work. During 
the summer -there are exhibitions, 
talks and demonstrations in the 
crafts by distinguished craftsmen. 
The tuition fees are payable in ad- 
vance and rebates are made only 
in exceptional cases. 


Memberships 


Annual memberships 
in the 


Guild are General for $1, Contrib- 
uting $5 and Sponsoring $10. Life 
membership costs $50. Life Mem- 
berships are placed in a loan fund 
available to members for craft ma- 
terials or tuitions. 


These rates, according to Miss 


Gazzolo, are much lower than in 
the usual craftgechools. In addi- 
tion the Woodstock Guild orders 
scarce materials for students, and 
performs other services not gen- 
erally 
associated 
with 
craft 
schools. 


Miss Gazzolo said the principal 


aim of the educational course is to 
develop serious craftsmen through 
all ages. The classes are kept 
small, generally 
amounting to 


private instructions. Anyone is 
eligible when the classes aren't 
filled. 


The Woodstock Workshop is well 


equipped for metal work, wood 
carving, leather work and various 
other types of crafts, Miss Gazzolo 
said. The summer classes for chil- 
dren feature block printing, sun- 
pie binding and modern needle- 
work. There is an emphasis oh pot- 
tery work in the summer. An over- 
all course on modern design is me 
of the principal features of the de- 
partment. 


Classes generally meet once a 


week in winter and twice weekly 
during the summer. There are 
demonstrations in various craft, 
intensive lessons showing the use 


subjects are silk screen'printing, 
photography for craftsmen, letter- 
ing and leather work.
